Goldman Joins, as Millard Resigns 
from Sandown Budget Committee

SANDOWN - The Bud- 
get Committee had full 
membership for just a few 
seconds during their Sept. 
19 meeting. After members 
approved Jon Goldman to 
the board to fill a vacated 
seat formerly held by Ralph 
Millard, his son, Robert Mil- 
lard, resigned his place 
effective immediately. 

It's been a relatively 
tumultuous start of the 
budget season for the com- 
mittee, with long and at 
times contentious discus- 
sions, and at least one angry 
outburst by Robert Millard 
which had him storm out of 
a meeting prior to his resig- 
nation. (Robert Millard left 
the meeting on Sept. 12 
after acting chair Bruce 
Cleveland refused to pro- 
vide him with hard copies 
of the meeting minutes. 



Cleveland stated that the 
minutes were emailed to all 
the members and they were 
welcome to retrieve the 
minutes electronically). 

Some of the contention 
this season has centered 
around just how to fill the 
board's single empty seat. 

Following Ralph Mil- 
lard's resignation Goldman 
offered his services, but not 
all members were amend- 
able to his appointment. 

During the last election 
cycle Goldman narrowly 
lost out to both acting chair 
Bruce Cleveland and mem- 
ber Lauren Cairns. Gold- 
man had previously served 
for two terms on the com- 
mittee, one as vice chair, 
and cited in his qualifica- 
tions the million dollar 
budget he manages profes- 
sionally. 

Upon an invitation Gold- 
man attended the commit- 
tee's Sept. 5 meeting, but the 



vote to appoint him failed 
when three members, led 
by Robert Millard, pushed 
instead to advertise the 
position. 

Though the committee 
was operating under the 
idea that they should ap- 
point Goldman because he 
received the third highest 
number of votes in March, 
Robert Millard stated that 
he spoke with Local Gov- 
ernment Center and was 
told that the position 
should be posted publicly. 

Members Cairns and 
Dawn Nicolaisen concurred 
with Millard's position. All 
stated that their opinions 
had nothing to do with 
Goldman; that they were 
just trying to do things by 
the book. 

Other members of the 
committee felt it was wise 
to appoint Goldman be- 
cause he was willing and

Academy Looks to Support Gifted 
Students with Enrichment Classes

CHESTER - Teachers 
will tell you that the stu- 
dents in their classes learn at 
different rates, and Chester 
Academy is looking to not 
only make sure that those 
kids who are struggling are 
successful, but that those 
students who excel also get 
the attention they need. One 
effort to make sure those 
exceptional students are 
being challenged is the Gift- 
ed Or Talented at Chester 
Academy (GOTCHA) pro- 
gram. 

With its small class sizes 
and dedication to multi-dis- 
ciplinary and cross-curricu- 
lar learning the GOTCHA 
program run by Carol 
LaChance helps kids live up 
to their potential in math 
and language arts. 



GOTCHAs statement of 
philosophy indicates that all 
students demonstrate 
superlative abilities and tal- 
ents in some areas but that 
"some students possess 
exceptional abilities specifi- 
cally in the areas of academ- 
ic achievement, creativity 
and motivation." It is these 
students for who specialized 
enrichment classes are 
designed; classes which 
seek to meet their needs 
through "appropriately 
challenging and engaging 
academic work, proper 
emotional support, partici- 
pation in a group of similar- 
ly able peers and the ability 
to have some input into 
their academic program." 

A recent visit to 
La Chance's fifth grade lan- 
guage arts class illustrates 
just how immersed in learn- 
ing GOTCHA students are. 



In this facet of the program 
LaChance works closely 
with small groups of fourth 
and fifth graders pulled out 
of their classrooms twice a 
week for challenging math 
and/or language arts classes. 

The class focused on 
empowering the kids to 
seek out new information 
and to think deeply about it. 
It's clear that the students 
are bright, but just as 
important, said LaChance is 
their dedication to learning. 
They were engaged. They 
were asking questions and 
listening closely. 

Currently those students 
are hard at work in a unit on 
World War II, and each new 
question or new piece of 
information prompted con- 
sideration, discussion and 
often, more research.

HAMPSTEAD - The one 
acre parcel on Kent Farm 
Road abutting Tel Noar 
Camp that the town put up 
for silent bid has been sold 
to the highest bidder.

Bids were opened from 
Palmer Gas and Irving Gas 
for the number 2 fuel oil 
and propane for town build- 
ings and diesel for the town 
vehicles. Palmer did not bid 
on the diesel. Palmer's fuel 
oil bid was $3,439 per gal- 
lon and $2.10 per gallon for 
propane but they added a 20 
cent per gallon discount for 
bills paid within 10 days of 
delivery. The contract was 
for October through April. 
Irving's price for fuel oil was 
$3,498 per gallon and 
$1,988 for propane and they 
bid $3.57 per gallon for 
diesel. Their contract ran 
October through June. 

The board discussed the 
bids at length and decided 
to have Selectmen's Admin- 
istrative Assistant Sally The- 
riault call Palmer to see if an 
arrangement for could be 
made for immediately 
obtaining the fuel bill after 
delivery so the payment 
could be made within the 
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10-day window to get the 
discounted price. The board 
voted unanimously to con- 
ditionally approve the 
Palmer bid subject to Theri- 
ault receiving a satisfactory 
answer. The diesel contract 
would be awarded to Irving 
provided they would accept 
just that single fuel piece. 

The board looked at the 
Service contract bid. There 
was only one for the care of 
the town building furnaces 
and burners and that was 
from Palmer. They offered a 
price of $85 per hour day 
time service and $127.50 
for nights, weekends and 
holidays. The board wanted 
the service and fuel oil and 
propane with the same com- 
pany if possible but wanted 
to check the service prices 
with the present contractor. 

In the end, the board 
decided the best thing was 
to meet briefly at noon on 
Thursday, September 27 to 
take a final vote on the fuel 



and propane contract, the 
diesel contract and the serv- 
ice contract once Theriault 
had some answers for them. 

The board voted to 
approve paying for and 
installing a special bus stop 
sign on Wash Pond Road. 
The school bus company 
declined to foot the bill but 
Hartung said he happened 
to observe the youngster 
crossing Wash Pond for the 
bus and agreed it was a dan- 
gerous situation and needed 
the sign. The board voted 
unanimously to approve it. 

The Human Services 
Director in Hampstead has 
resigned to return to college 
to obtain a Masters Degree. 
The board decided to look 
into placing their Human 
Resources Services with an 
agency in Derry Communi- 
ty Health Services. Theri- 
ault and Hartung will visit 
with the agency and the 
board will make a decision 
at the next meeting. The 



only drawback is Hamp- 
stead people needing help 
would have to go to Derry 
but CART and Greater 
Derry Care Givers are both 
available to provide trans- 
port, Chairman Sean Mur- 
phy pointed out. 

The town will be spray- 
ing for mosquitoes. Health 
Officer Kris Emerson posted 
the following notice which 
was read into the record. 
"Eastern Equine Encephali- 
tis (EEE) has been found in 
a horse and in mosquitoes 
trapped in several nearby 
towns. Spraying to control 
adult mosquitoes will take 
place at the Middle School, 
Central School, Depot Road 
Fields, Holiday Lane Fields, 
Meeting House Field and 
Woodland Pond Field on 
Friday, September 28, from 
5:30 to 9:30 p.m. People 
may not be present on the 
fields during spraying. The 
sites listed above may be 
used on Saturday 29. 



East Hampstead Man Arrested at 
UNH for Soliciting a Sexual Act

HAMPSTEAD - Universi- 
ty of New Hampshire Police 
Department (UNHPD) arrest- 
ed an East Hampstead man 
for soliciting a sexual act. 

According to Erika 
Mantz, Director, UNH 



Media Relations, University 
of New Hampshire police 
arrested an East Hampstead 
man Wednesday, Sept. 19, 
on a warrant for soliciting 
two female students at a bus 
stop to perform a sexual act 
on him. 

Donald L. Boyer III, 20, 
of 32 Mayflower Drive, East 



Hampstead, was charged 
with prostitution and relat- 
ed offenses. He was released 
on $10,000 personal recog- 
nizance bail and is sched- 
uled to appear in the 7th 
Circuit Court in Dover, on 
Oct. 25. Boyer is not a UNH 
student and has been 
banned from campus. 
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The insecticide Cross- 
check (bifenthrin 7.9%) 
will be used to control adult 
mosquitoes. Spraying will 
be achieved using backpack 
sprayers. No town wide 
road spraying is scheduled. 
Dragon Mosquito Control, 
Inc. of Brentwood will be 
the applicator. Residents 
may call 734-4144 or email 
info@dragonmosquito.com 
for further information 
regarding spray dates, 
times, locations, insecti- 
cides, precautions, West 
Nile Virus, EEE and other 
concerns." 

In other business: 

* Replacing or cleaning 
of the voter booth curtains 
was discussed. Theriault 
and Town Clerk Patricia 
Curran will decide which 
will be the most expedient 
way to go - buy new cur- 
tains or somehow wash the 
present ones. 

* The board decided to 
allow Police Chief Joe Beau- 
doin to make the decision as 
to whether to have one or 
two officers at the President 
Elections. 

* The Town received the 
time extension from FEMA 
for the grant for the genera- 
tor. The Town now has until 
September 30, 2013 to get it 
installed. 

* Theriault reported that 
town revenues were not 
down significantly from the 
previous year. 

* There was a discussion 
about whether belonging to 
the Rockingham Planning 
Commission was worth the 
$7,920 it costs the Town. 
Chairman Sean Murphy 
asked what the RPC actual- 
ly does for the town and 
said he would research it 
and find out if towns are 
required to belong to their 
local planning commission 
by statute and the board 
could decide at the next 
meeting. 
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Area Loses Friend After Tragic Auto Accident

CHESTER - All drivers 
on Route 102 in Derry lost 
a friend last week when 
Robert E. Young, 75 of 
Derry, lost his life in an 
accident at Your Variety in 
Chester. While many didn't 
know his name they have 
fond memories of "the wav- 
ing man" near J and F 
Farms. Young would often 
spend his time in a chair 
outside his house, amid 
manicured gardens greet- 
ing all passers with a big 
smile and a wave. 

According to police, on 
Saturday Sept. 22 Young 
was walking into Your Vari- 
ety when a driver of an 
SUV accidentally hit the 
gas instead of the brakes 
and pinned him against an 
ice cooler. 

While Chester police 
and fire responded to the 
scene of the accident, state 
police's Technical Accident 
Reconstruction has since 
taken over the investiga- 
tion. First responders 
transported Young to Elliot 
Hospital in Manchester 
where he was soon after 
pronounced dead. The dis- 
traught driver of the SUV 
was taken to Parkland 
Medical Center in Derry to 
be evaluated. 

Fire Chief Rich Antoine 



and Lt. Phil Gladu were 
first on the scene Saturday. 
Antoine remarked that it 
was a busy and chaotic 
place and those present 
were deeply affected by the 
tragedy. A retired firefighter 
helped Young before first 
responders arrived, but 
Antoine said that the 
injuries he suffered were 
very severe. 

The accident occurred 
not far from a Cub Scout 
fundraiser, and according 
to reports the driver of the 
SUV is the mother of one of 
the scouts. Antoine 
remarked that thoughts go 
out to not only Young and 
his friends and family but 
also the driver and hers. 
"They're really good peo- 
ple, a good family," said 
Antoine. 

A Facebook page 
(www.facebook.com/InMe 
moryOfRobertEYoung) set 
up by Young's longtime 
friend, companion, care- 
taker and (unofficial) son, 
Evan M. Dooley of Massa- 
chusetts is a testament to 
the impact Young had on 
friends and passersby alike. 

Many have posted 
about the way Young 
brightened their days by 
just being a friendly face 
and wave (many wrote 
about the coveted "double 
wave"). Others pointed to 
his thoughtfulness and 
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kindness or his accom- 
plished gardening skills 
and how he'll be remem- 
bered in the plants they 
transplanted to their homes 
from his. 

Close friend Pat Martin 
remembers Young as a 
happy and content man 
and someone that was con- 
cerned most of all with oth- 
ers. He wanted to make 
them happy, ease their pain 
and to always give some- 
thing of himself to them. "I 
was very lucky to have 
known him," she said. 

A special website has 
been set up in Young's 
memory, www.nogreater- 
loveforbob.com. The title 
harkens to Young's person- 
al mantra, "that there is no 
greater love than to lay 
down your life for someone 
else - meaning that there is 
no greater love in this 
world than spending time 
with someone else: an 
afternoon, a day, a week, 
two afternoons a month, or 
even just a wave and a 
smile to someone on their 



way to work or home," 
Dooley writes there. 

"His mission was to 
bring joy and happiness to 
others," Martin said. 

Many have stories of 
the thoughtful gestures and 
gifts they received from 
Young. And how beautiful 
his peonies were. 

At NoGreaterLovefor- 
Bob, Dooley says this, "Bob 
will be sorely missed and 
remembered. The best way 
to remember him and carry 
on his mantra and mission 
in life is to remember that 
your time with another 
human being is important 
and to treasure time with 
others, make time for oth- 
ers, and value your time 
with friends, family, and 
even strangers." 

A memorial gathering 
for Young will take place 
on Friday, Sept. 28. From 4 
p.m. until 8 p.m. the 
Masonic Lodge at 58 East 
Broadway in Derry is open 
for all to visit and spend 
time in remembrance.

Robert E. Young of Derry, New 
Hampshire, 75. 

Robert E. Young ("Bob") passed 
away on Saturday, September 22, 
2012. 

Known by many as "the waving 
man" on Route 102 in Derry, Bob was 
a beloved community member. 

Bob was born on September 8, 
1937 in Smithtown, New York (Long 
Island) to Ernest Young, Sr. and Mary Mildred Dowd 
Young. He attended school in Long Island and later gradu- 
ated from the Museum of Fine Arts School in Boston. He 
was a lifelong artist, including still having pieces hung in 
homes, businesses and a gallery/museum in Terre Haute, 
Indiana. A short time after school he met his life partner of 
almost 44 years, Mahlon Dickerson Manson, and they 
moved to Derry, New Hampshire in the early 1960s. There, 
Bob found his love for gardening and created his now 
renowned garden at his property on Route 102. Many have 
enjoyed the tours of his glorious garden over the past 
decades as well as taking cuttings of his unique and expan- 
sive variety of plants. 

Bob enjoyed life and people, and, after the passing of 
his partner Mahlon in 2006, his love for people only con- 
tinued to grow. Bob is survived by his longtime friend, 
companion, caretaker and (unofficial) son, Evan M. Doo- 
ley of Massachusetts as well as his close and dear friends 
Pat Martin, Joseph Lemieux, Harry Fields, Mark Sullivan, 
Sandy Clark, Rita Olszewski, Robert Pelligrini of Boston, 
Stormy and Kathy his brother Ernest Young, Jr., and a vast 
number of other individuals, including those he waved to 
almost everyday.

Editorial 

Celebrate Freedom to Read 



The week of Sept. 30 through Oct. 
6 bears the quirky title of Banned 
Books Week. This year marks its 30th 
anniversary - and its purpose, of 
course, is to celebrate the freedom to 
read what you want. 

The week focuses on attempts to 
keep that freedom away from Ameri- 
cans by removing or restricting access 
to any books that self-proclaimed 
book banners think we should not be 
allowed to read. 

While most challenges of books are 
made to libraries and schools, it's every 
American's responsibility to defend 
every other American's freedom to 
read. Each of us has the right to read 
what we choose. Banned Books Week 
reminds us that no one should be 
allowed to tell us what we can't read. 

Don't take your freedom to read 
for granted. There are people eager to 
tell you - and libraries and schools - 
what they should make available for 
us to read, and what they should keep 
away from us. In plain English, that's 
called censorship. No other word 
applies. And there is no place for it in 
American society. 

We recognize that parents may not 
consider all books appropriate for 
children. That makes perfect sense. 
And as long as parents apply their 



standards and moral viewpoints to 
their own children, we applaud their 
efforts at working to instill their values 
in their offspring. When they decide 
their standards must apply to all chil- 
dren - or all library patrons or students 

- that's censorship once again. 

Imagine if you didn't have the right 
to select your books - if the books 
available were only those allowed by 
government-sanctioned censors. 

According to the American Library 
Association, 326 books were chal- 
lenged in 2011. Among the top 10 
challenged books were "Brave New 
World" by Aldous Huxley and "To Kill 
a Mockingbird" by Harper Lee, which 
make the list just about every year. 
"The Hunger Games" trilogy made it 
to the top 10 this year as well. 

Books are challenged for a variety 
of reasons - religious belief, concern 
about profanity or slang or sexual 
content. But in all cases, the challenge 

- the attempt to ban a book from pub- 
lic access - involves someone saying 
he or she has the right to tell others 
what they cannot read. We can't 
accept that. 

This week, in honor of Banned 
Books Week, do something to cele- 
brate your right to think for yourself. 
Read a book. Any book you want.

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Hampstead to Spray for 
Mosquitoes on Friday

HAMPSTEAD - Health 
Officer Kris Emerson has 
made the decision to spray 
the local town fields for mos- 
quitoes on Friday, Sept. 29. 

Emerson said after the 
death of a horse that tested 
positive for EEE in Derry, 
just over the Hampstead 
town line, and the positive 
EEE report out of Newton 
Monday morning (Sept. 24) 
he felt it was only prudent 



to take action since Hamp- 
stead appears to be sur- 
rounded by communities 
where there have been posi- 
tive findings of Triple E 
have been identified. 

"I feel it's (Triple E) here 
in Hampstead but we just 
haven't caught any infected 
mosquitoes in our traps," he 
said. "I want to get ahead of 
the curve and take preven- 
tative action before some- 
thing bad happens." 

The following fields will 
be closed to the public Fri- 



day, Sept. 29 and will re- 
open to the public on Satur- 
day, Sept. 30. The spraying 
will take place between 5:30 
and 9:30 p.m. on Friday and 
no one can be at any of the 
fields during the spraying 
operation.

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Selectmen Get Help in Navigating Telecommunications Proposals

SANDOWN - The board 
of selectmen has been pon- 
dering how to move for- 
ward with the town's 
telecommunications infra- 
structure and has solicited 
proposals from both current 
carrier Granite State Com- 
munications and White 
Columns Office Solutions. 
At their Sept. 24 meeting 
resident Roger Barczak met 
with the board to bring 
them up to speed on 
research he'd done with the 
companies and to outline 
just what their proposals 
meant for the town. 

Barczak has extensive 
experience in the telecom- 
munications industry and 
when selectmen needed to 
better understand the at 
times baffling technical lan- 
guage, asked him to help 
out. 

A former selectman and 
current school board mem- 
ber, Barczak often offers his 
volunteer time to help the 
community. 

The board was present- 
ed with an in-depth report 
that outlined who the com- 
panies were, what they were 
offering, how those offer- 
ings fit into current town 



infrastructure and which 
provided a detailed cost 
analysis of their proposals. 

Barczak reviewed pro- 
posals but also communi- 
cated with both companies. 

Barczak remarked that 
both proposals sought to 
upgrade the town's current 
technology, technology 
which dated back to the 
1950's. He stated that while 
the equipment was still 
functional to a certain 
degree, it was not providing 
necessary function for the 
modern business environ- 
ment. 

Granite State Communi- 
cations is looking to provide 
a hosted IP service with 
their newly installed fiber 
optic network, an entirely 
digital system. White 
Columns is looking to pro- 
vide a hybridized system of 
new digital technology 
together with the use of the 
town's current analog 
phones. 

Aside from equipment, 
features offered by both 
companies are mostly simi- 
lar. 

Also provided was an in- 
depth cost analysis over a 
multi-year period. Barzcak 
priced out the systems over 
24 and 60 month time peri- 
ods, factoring in a host of 



variables. He argued that 12 
years is a suitable life 
expectancy for the system 
and so provided a total cost 
summary over that time 
span. 

Over a period of five 
years Granite State's propos- 
al would cost the town 
$945.69 per month to sup- 
port everything involved in 
the new set up. After five 
years the cost would drop 
by $140. Another $230 
could ostensibly removed 
from that monthly cost con- 
sidering that going with 
Granite State would allow 
the town to drop its current 
internet service provider. 

According to the report, 
the total cost over 12 years 
for Granite State Communi- 
cations was $89,424. 

Over five years White 
Columns would cost 
$547.63 per month, plus 
the cost of continued use of 
analog phones through 
Granite State of about $600. 
After five years that cost 
would drop by $547. Bar- 
czak estimated that over 12 
years the total cost for 
White Columns was 
$118,497.48. 

The board thanked Barz- 
cak for his work. They 
decided to peruse his mate- 
rial for a couple of weeks 
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before meeting again to 
decide on the next step. 

In other selectmen 
news: 

Board members present, 
including Tom Tombarello, 
Brenda Copp and Jim 



Devine approved a motion 
by Copp to contact with 
Vision Government Solu- 
tions for the town's upcom- 
ing revaluation. The cost is 
not to exceed $41,000. 
Selectmen received bids 



earlier in the month but 
reviewed their contents and 
consulted with assessor 
Scott Marsh to reach the 
conclusion. Vision also per- 
formed the town's revalua- 
tion in 2008.

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Conservation Concerned About Developer's Snub

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Conservation Commission 
is concerned that the devel- 
opers of Depot Develop- 
ment don't feel it is impor- 
tant to meet the commis- 
sion's request to make a 
presentation of the Depot 
Development site plan and 
respond to commission 
member's questions regard- 



ing the proposed site plan. 

While the commission 
understands that only a 
small percentage of the 4- 
acre parcel contains wet- 
lands, it still takes seriously 
its responsibility and obliga- 
tion to protect the town's 
wetlands and as such 
requested the Depot Devel- 
opment developers to come 
before their board to make a 
presentation and to answer 
questions. The developers 



have indicated they do not 
think making such a pres- 
entation or going before the 
commission is important. 

"A municipal conserva- 
tion commission may be 
established by a New 
Hampshire municipality 'for 
the proper utilization and 
protection of the natural 
resources and for the pro- 
tection of watershed 
resources of said city or 
town.' (New Hampshire 



Cyanobacteria at Showell Pond

SANDOWN - Showell 
Pond continues to struggle 
with cyanobacteria blooms, 
and as the Tri-Town Times 
goes to press, a Department 
of Environmental Services 
(DES) Beach Advisory re- 
mains in effect. DES initial- 
ly alerted the public to the 
advisory on Sept. 14 for the 
pond's three access points, 
but for those that live on the 
pond such an advisory isn't 
a surprise. 

According to the DES, 
cyanobacteria blooms are 
aesthetically displeasing in 
sight, odor and taste, as well 
as potentially toxic to do- 
mestic animals, livestock, 
waterfowl and humans. Tox- 
ins in the bacteria can cause 
both acute and chronic 
health effects that range in 
severity from acute effects 
like irritation of skin and 
mucous membranes, nausea, 
vomiting, general malaise 
and diarrhea to chronic 
effects such as liver and cen- 
tral nervous system damage. 

While cyanobacteria are 
natural components of 
water bodies worldwide, 
blooms may form when 
excess phosphorus is avail- 
able to the water. Too much 
of the nutrient finds its way 
into water bodies during 
storm events from things 



like erosion, agricultural run 
off lawn fertilizer, septic sys- 
tems and fecal matter. Com- 
pounding the problem of 
pollution, according to DES, 
is the lack of proper vegeta- 
tive buffers between imper- 
vious surfaces (roadways, 
well-manicured lawns, roofs, 
tennis courts, driveways) 
and water bodies. 

Sometimes advisories on 
Showell Pond last for multi- 
ple weeks. Sometimes the 
bacteria dies back and 
grows again later in the 
year. The pond has received 
advisories or warnings from 
the scums in seven of the 
last eight years. 

Since 2008 Showell Pond 
has been designated by NH 
as an impaired water body 
because of high chlorophyll 
concentrations and the 
presence of hepatotoxic 
cyanobacteria. In January of 
2011 DES released a report 
on pond conditions. Ac- 
cording to that analysis, it is 
suggested that the current 
loads of phosphorus to 
Showell Pond must be 
reduced by 67 percent over- 
all in order to meet the target 
in-lake phosphorus amount. 

The report pointed to 
phosphorous entering the 
pond through run off from 
across the watershed as the 
predominant source of the 
nutrient. 63 percent of 
phosphorous loading is 



coming from run off accord- 
ing to the report. 

That report stated that it 
is the DES's policy on 
impaired water bodies that 
current phosphorous loads in 
the pond are held constant, 
and that any future phospho- 
rous into the pond be offset 
elsewhere in the watershed. 
The report concedes howev- 
er, with some stipulations, 
that the DES has no mecha- 
nism for regulation or 
enforcement of phosphorous 
export from developments or 
single house lots but that 
municipalities can regulate 
such development by revis- 
ing land use ordinances. 

Though a small pond, 
totaling about twenty acres, 
concerns have been raised 
about the resulting water 
quality downstream, high- 
lighting the effect that the 
pond can have on all resi- 
dents in town. Showell Pond 
feeds into Phillips Pond, 
where the town beach 
resides, and from there the 
water travels to Lily Pond, 
and then to the Exeter River 
which travels all the way to 
the sea. 

Showell Pond's warning 
will remain in effect until 
DES testing reveals that 
cyanobacteria concentrations 
have diminished. 

For more information 
visit www.des.state.nh.- 
us/Advisories/Beaches/.

Chapter RSA 36-A). A com- 
mission is the only local 
board specifically charged 
to protect the natural 
resources of the municipali- 
ty. Without a conservation 
commission, planning for 
this protection must be 
done by other boards, all of 
which have other primary 
responsibilities. A conserva- 
tion commission provides a 
focal point within munici- 
pal government for environ- 
mental concerns. The com- 
mission may advise the 
planning board and other 
local bodies on conserva- 
tion matters. It may act 
more directly to protect nat- 
ural resources by acquiring, 
with the approval of the 
selectmen or city council, 
the fee (full title) or a lesser 
interest in land or water 
resources. The commission 
then may manage these 
conservation areas. If 
authorized by the municipal 
legislative body, it may man- 
age duly designated town 
forests (RSA 31:110, RSA 
31:111, RSA 31:112, RSA 



31:113)." 

In other business the 
commission decided to get 
bids on the cost of a survey 
of the Joan Emmert parcel. 
The commission has 
offered, and Emmert poten- 
tially accepted, $65,000 for 
22 acres of the 32 parcel 
that is backland property off 
of Colletts Drive. The sur- 
vey will confirm the bound- 
aries of the portion of the 
parcel the commission is 
buying and also establish 
the exact adjacent land 
boundary for the recent Lew 
land purchased by the com- 
mission. 

Commission chairman 
Tim Lovell encouraged 
commission members to go 
and visit the newly con- 
structed bridges on conser- 
vation land, one off of the 
Stage Road entrance the 
other off of the West Road 
entrance. 

"The Eagle Scouts did a 
nice job with these," he 
said. 

Lovell also said he was 
pleased with the No Parking 
signs Road Agent Jon 




Worthen had gotten and 
installed at the conservation 
parking areas. 

"I hope this will resolve 
the issue we have encoun- 
tered," he said. "The same 
firm that made the No Park- 
ing signs can't do our trail 
signs so I am checking with 
a number of vendors to find 
one that can." 

The budget came in for 
some discussion and Lovell 
said there was no way this 
year's Conservation Com- 
mission budget could be 
held flat. 

"Our budget was slashed 
deeply last year and I want 
to put in a new line item to 
cover the cost of cutting the 
West Road Conservation 
field and trimming the trails 
and that will add a thousand 
dollars," he said. "However, 
it is important to have this 
done from a safety stand- 
point since it helps control 
ticks and poison ivy." 

The commission will 
work on their budget at the 
next regularly scheduled 
meeting, October 17th. 
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Shea-Porter Explains Views at Sandown House Party

Since she lost her Con- 
gressional seat in 2010, 
Carol Shea-Porter has been 
busy talking with anyone 
she can to make the case 
that she would serve the 
people of New Hampshire's 
First District better than 
Republican Congressman 
Frank Guinta. 

They face each other in 
the Nov. 6 General Election. 

Recently Shea-Porter, a 
Democrat, attended a 
fundraising house party in 
Sandown to talk with sup- 
porters about her qualifica- 
tions, and to make the case 
to those on the fence why 
Guinta is bad for the Granite 
State. She took aim at the 
Republican Party, character- 
izing it as catering to the 
wealthy at the expense of the 
middle class, and too con- 
cerned with cutting govern- 
ment spending for those who 
most need it to so that those 



at the top get more tax cuts. 

After talking about 
growing up in a Republican 
household and going to the 
state's public schools and 
university, she countered 
the accusation that Democ- 
rats are against wealth cre- 
ation and creators. She said 
Democrats are not against 
making money, but are 
against the idea that once a 
person has made money, he 
or she leaves behind any 
civic responsibilities. 

"You don't pull the lad- 
der up behind you," Shea- 
Porter said. "We have it in 
our DNA to succeed, but 
when we do, we don't lock 
the door behind us." 

Shea-Porter said a work 
ethic wasn't the property of 
one or the other party and 
that everybody is entitled to 
work for a fair share. 

The Republican Party 
isn't the same one her parents 
were a part of, said Shea- 
Porter, describing it instead 
as a group that has moved far 



to the right and allies itself 
with Grover Norquist's no 
new tax pledge, leaving the 
country running in place and 
with its hands tied to pay for 
the things its citizenry agrees 
it needs. 

Shea-Porter agreed that 
Medicare can be made more 
efficient. 

"What the Republicans 
have offered is a voucher. 
And a voucher is a miser- 
able thing for seniors... It 
puts seniors out looking for 
insurance companies," said 
the candidate. She argued 
that though some in Con- 
gress claim the system to be 
the same one that they get, 
because healthcare costs for 
that plan are tied to the 
actual rise of that care, the 
Republican-proposed 
voucher system would be 
tied to the less quickly 
growing Gross Domestic 
Product (GDP). 

Shea-Porter also said 
that privatizing Social Secu- 
rity, as outlined in the Paul 
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Ryan Budget, is a misstep. 
"Can you imagine if Presi- 
dent Bush had succeeded 
back before the economy 
crashed on Wall Street and 
people had been putting 
their savings, their lifetime 
retirement into the Wall 
Street accounts?" she asked. 
The candidate argued that 
moving the $110K cap on 
paying into Social Security 
would be a wiser way to 
insure the program's long- 
evity. 

Shea-Porter also spoke 
of the need for campaign 
finance reform and changes 
to a tax code written to ben- 
efit those at the top. And 
she attacked spending cuts 
to education that she said 
continue to push higher 
education away from poor 
and middle class families. 

The candidate argued 
that it would be devastating 
if the Republicans took the 
White House and Congress 
in November. She said it 
would be bad for kids, not- 
ing cuts for meals and 
health care programs, and 
bad for the environment 
because of antipathy to the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 

A member of the audi- 
ence asked her about the 
Citizens United Supreme V 



Federal Election Commis- 
sion Supreme Court Case, 
which lifted restrictions on 
political spending by corpo- 
rations and unions. 

Shea-Porter said Citizens 
United has allowed a small 
number of big spenders to 
drown out the voices of reg- 
ular people. She said she 
urged Guinta to sign a state- 
ment with her that would 
prevent outside money from 
coming into New Hamp- 
shire, but said Guinta would 
not sign it. Shea-Porter 
urged people to visit her 
Facebook page, where she 
posts both her and Guinta's 
Federal Election Commis- 
sion (FEC) filings. 

She favors a constitu- 
tional amendment to over- 
turn Citizens United. "Cor- 
porations are not people and 
we should be able to regu- 
late corporations. It's a sim- 
ple statement but I think it 
can change things," she said. 

In 2010 Shea-Porter 
voted for the Democracy is 
Strengthened by Casting 
Light on Spending in Elec- 
tions (DISCLOSE) Act, 
something she said helps 
keep the electorate 
informed. 

Shea-Porter said she also 
differs from Guinta on 
funding for Planned Parent- 



hood, calling his views 
more extreme than the 
National Right to Life Com- 
mittee, in that he has stated 
he'd vote for a complete ban 
on abortions, with no 
exceptions. 

"Shame on them, they 
should know better," said 
Shea-Porter about Guinta's 
claims that Planned Parent- 
hood uses federal dollars to 
fund abortions. She refer- 
enced the Hyde Amend- 
ment, which bars federal 
dollars for that purpose. 

The candidate argued that 
Guinta and others should not 
seek to defund Planned Par- 
enthood over abortion 
because the group provides 
needed access to routine 
health care services. "It is 
hard to interpret it in any 
other way than as a severe 
attack on women and their 
health," said Shea-Porter. 

Shea-Porter urged voters 
to fact check all candidates' 
claims, not to take "he said, 
she said" arguments at face 
value. 

"Do we want govern- 
ment on our backs? No, but 
we do want government on 
our side. And I think that's 
the difference right now 
between Republicans and 
Democrats," she said.

SANDOWN - Scheduled 
for Oct. 8, Angle Pond in 
Sandown, along with lakes 
and ponds across the state, 
will be drained of a couple 
feet of water by the state 
Department of Environ- 
mental Services (DES). 



The drawdown of two 
feet from Angle Pond's full 
level is an annual routine by 
the DES to mitigate winter ice 
damage to shoreline proper- 
ties and to reduce spring 
flooding. The drawdown also 
allows property owners a 
chance to conduct necessary 
repairs on property. 

The Oct. 8 date is not set 



in stone, as DES will make 
changes dependent on rain- 
fall and operational con- 
straints. 

Angle Pond, fed by 
Bartlett Brook, comprises 
161 acres and has an aver- 
age depth of 14 feet, though 
at its deepest it is 35 feet to 
the bottom. 
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tain tucked away in an 
Exeter home that went for 
$92,000, a Mission Oak 
Work Cabinet worth 
$100,000 and a stool from 
1881 worth about the same. 
The stool was previously 
sitting out in a NH barn. 

It's exciting work, said 
Moisan, but it's also valu- 
able work aside from the 
occasional high price tag. 
Some of the furniture he's 
found is now residing in the 
Museum of Fine Arts in 
Boston and the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Fine Arts in 
New York and Moisan said 
that he enjoys being a part 
of sharing that history and 
art with the world. 

While there were some 
valuable items discovered 
last year in Sandown, plenty 
of pieces turned out to be 
worth less than what own- 
ers hoped for. 

Even then it's worth it, 
said Lion Donna Green. She 
had some silverware given 
to her by her mother-in-law 
that turned out to be plate 
and not worth much mone- 



tarily, but it was a weight off 
of her shoulders to know 
that she didn't need to feel 
guilty anymore about the 
less than stellar care she 
took of the pieces. 

Another Lion brought in 
some drawings he thought 
would be worth something 
and then an old license plate 
collection for kicks. Turned 
out the license plates were 
the valuable pieces. 

"I don't think anyone 
went away without learning 
something. These guys were 
fascinating and they gen- 
uinely seem to love 
objects," said Green about 
last year's event. 

Moisan remarked that 
for many knowing a little of 
the history behind their 
piece becomes the most 
important part. 

Moisan said he never 
buys items at such an event, 
seeing it as a conflict of 
interest, but he's more than 
willing to auction valuable 
items off if any are found 
and such is the desire of the 
owner. 



There's no need to RSVP, 
just show up with your 
treasures.

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Right of Way Ownership Pondered by Beach Committee

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Beach Committee has no 
easy answer to the question 
of who owns the right of 
way across the Town Beach 
to Sunset Lake. 

Meeting Monday Sept. 
17, the committee reviewed 
information that liaison 



Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist had researched 
regarding the right of way, 
which allows boat launches 
only for those who have 
deeded access or permits. 

The right of way was 
paved in 1985 as a means of 
controlling drainage, as 
approved by Town Meeting. 
The Beach Committee is 
considering putting a chain 



across it to discourage use of 
the launch by people without 
permits or deeded access. 

The Beach Committee 
has said that people launch- 
ing boats who are not sup- 
posed to be doing so could 
lead to at least two serious 
problems. 

The first and foremost 
problem is the potential 
introduction of invasive, 



exotic weeds into Sunset 
Lake. There is no provision 
to check boats and trailers 
entering the water, and it 
takes only a tiny piece of 
milfoil, for example, for the 
weed to be introduced into 
the lake. 

At present, Sunset Lake 
doesn't have milfoil but 
down stream, Big Island 
Pond does, necessitating its 



use of diver-assisted suction 
to seek to control and erad- 
icate the weed. Sunset Lake 
also doesn't have the inva- 
sive fanwort, but down 
stream Shop Pond did. Shop 
Pond underwent chemical 
treatment this summer to 
eradicate the invasive weed. 

The second potential 
problem is the increased 
number of boats on the lake 



and the issues of speed and 
safety that come with that. 

While some members 
were for putting up the 
chain regardless of the own- 
ership question, others 
favored checking with legal 
officials and continuing to 
do research. In the end, the 
members decided to table 
the issue until they had 
more information.

kids participate in a scav- 
enger hunt. About them 
were set various resource 
materials to help them 
answer each of several ques- 
tions they were given. From 
a globe to books to an iPad 
and material from previous 
classes the kids weren't ask- 
ing the teacher what the 
answers were, they were 
adeptly navigating their 
sources to find out for 
themselves. 

Another activity had the 
kids answering in essay 
form why rationing is nec- 
essary during wartime. 

The centerpiece of the 
unit is the book, 'Number 
the Stars' by Lois Lowry. 
During class a portion of the 
book is read. Each student 
speaks for a character or 
two. The goal isn't to simply 
get through the material, 
but to think about it. 
LaChance stops the kids at 
various passages, asking 
them to define words or for 
opinions on what just tran- 
spired. She urges them to 
incorporate new knowledge 
into the history and geogra- 
phy they already know. 

As the students read 
they were encouraged to 
write down ideas for a 
future debate on whether 
people should always tell 
the truth, a poignant issue 
given the challenges of 
characters looking to pro- 
tect Jewish friends during 
the Nazi occupation of Den- 
mark. 



The classes don't look to 
provide black and white 
answers to many questions, 
but to encourage critical 
thinking about a subtle and 
complicated world. 

Students stated that they 
enjoyed the readings and 
extended discussions, 
something not always possi- 
ble in their regular class- 
rooms. 

"In pretty much every- 
thing I do I want them to be 
able to question and think 
for themselves. That's one of 
my big goals. These kids 
should be leaders and do 
well," said LaChance. 

Project based learning is 
also heavily utilized in the 
program, from creating 
books to running a mock 
restaurant in math class. 

For LaChance there's no 
question that the kids in her 
program are intelligent, but 
lots of kids are intelligent in 
a similar way. The thing that 
often pushes the kids she 
sees into a different category 
is their willingness to learn 
and the emotional under- 
pinning of their intelli- 
gence. 

LaChance talks a lot 
about giftedness and what 
that word means. She's not 
the only one. There's a 
plethora of literature out 
there that looks to identify 
who gifted students are and 
how best to understand 
them and set the stage for 
their success. 

That community has 
long been concerned with 
studies that indicate that 
without proper stimulation 



gifted individuals may turn 
away from their studies and 
sometimes drop out. 

LaChance points to a 
definition of giftedness by 
educator Annemarie 
Roeper, noting that it prop- 
erly recognized the emo- 
tional foundation of gifted- 
ness. "Giftedness is a 
greater awareness, a greater 
sensitivity, and a greater 
ability to understand and 
transform perceptions into 
intellectual and emotional 
experiences." 

This way of looking at 
giftedness points to how the 
complexity of the individ- 
ual's thought process com- 
bined with their intensity of 
sensation, emotion, and 
imagination results in an 
extraordinary awareness. 

Those individuals can 
require a different approach 
and LaChance is looking to 
make sure such Chester stu- 
dents receive the particular 
attention that they need. 

The program identifies a 
small number of fourth and 
fifth grade students at the 



end of third grade who are 
pulled out of their class- 
rooms twice a week for 
challenging math and/or 
language arts classes. For 
younger students, Talent 
Pool enrichment classes 
pull out teacher recom- 
mended first through fourth 
graders for language arts 
and math classes which are 
taught for half a year each. 
LaChance also works with a 
broader cross section of the 
school. She visits second 
through fourth grade class- 
rooms at least once a month 
to team teach with class- 
room teachers, and teaches 
art and writing to all first 
graders. LaChance also 
teaches writing workshops 
for interested students in 
sixth, seventh and eighth 
grade and facilitates volun- 
teer advanced reading 
groups. 

There's less of a focus on 
the upper grades because of 
increased class offerings and 
opportunities there. 

Principal Leslie Leahy 
lauded LaChance and the 



program for not only its 
ability to challenge those 
students who do very well, 
but also in reaching a broad 
cross section of the school 
in challenging enrichment 
classes tailored to their 
interests. Leahy remarked 
that LaChance does a great 
job in having her students 
successfully participate in 
activities sometimes well 
above their grade level. 

Small groups is crucial 
to that work, said Leahy, 
adding that together with 
classroom teachers 
LaChance also works with 
students to choose enrich- 
ment topics that really 
excite them. 

"I can't speak highly 
enough of Carol," said 
Leahy, pointing to 
LaChance's ability to strike 
the right balance between 
understanding the anxious- 
ness kids sometimes feel in 
taking on difficult work and 
challenging them to suc- 
ceed. 

"She gets to know the 
kids well and is very kind

hearted," the principal 
added. 

"I love what I do. For 
the most part I'm seeing stu- 
dents who want to learn and 
who love getting that extra 
attention," said LaChance. 
She added that school can 
present specific challenges 
for students who want to 
push ahead in their regular 
classes. 

The kids in the program 
are still responsible for the 
work they missed in the 
classes they're pulled out of. 
LaChance remarked that 
her working relationship 
with other teachers is very 
good. She also hopes that 
her students aid the classes 
they go back to by sharing 
the things they're good at 
and have been working on. 

"If you're good at some- 
thing you should be able to 
exercise that talent. If you're 
good at sports we put you 
on the varsity team, if you're 
good academically we 
should be asking you to 
show us that and helping to 
grow it," stated LaChance.

bills paid within 10 days of 
delivery. The contract was 
for October through April. 
Irving's price for fuel oil was 
$3,498 per gallon and 
$1,988 for propane and they 
bid $3.57 per gallon for 
diesel. Their contract ran 
October through June. 

The board discussed the 
bids at length and decided 
to have Selectmen's Admin- 
istrative Assistant Sally The- 
riault call Palmer to see if an 
arrangement for could be 
made for immediately ob- 
taining the fuel bill after 
delivery so the payment 
could be made within the 
10-day window to get the 
discounted price. The board 
voted unanimously to con- 
ditionally approve the Pal- 
mer bid subject to Theriault 
receiving a satisfactory 



answer. The diesel contract 
would be awarded to Irving 
provided they would accept 
just that single fuel piece. 

The board looked at the 
Service contract bid. There 
was only one for the care of 
the town building furnaces 
and burners and that was 
from Palmer. They offered a 
price of $85 per hour day 
time service and $127.50 
for nights, weekends and 
holidays. The board wanted 
the service and fuel oil and 
propane with the same com- 
pany if possible but wanted 
to check the service prices 
with the present contractor. 

In the end, the board 
decided the best thing was 
to meet briefly at noon on 
Thursday, September 27 to 
take a final vote on the fuel 
and propane contract, the 
diesel contract and the serv- 
ice contract once Theriault 
had some answers for them. 



The board voted to 
approve paying for and 
installing a special bus stop 
sign on Wash Pond Road. 
The school bus company 
declined to foot the bill but 
Hartung said he happened 
to observe the youngster 
crossing Wash Pond for the 
bus and agreed it was a dan- 
gerous situation and needed 
the sign. The board voted 
unanimously to approve it. 

The Human Services 
Director in Hampstead has 
resigned to return to college 
to obtain a Masters Degree. 
The board decided to look 
into placing their Human 
Resources Services with an 
agency in Derry Community 
Health Services. Theriault 
and Hartung will visit with 
the agency and the board 
will make a decision at the 
next meeting. The only 
drawback is Hampstead peo- 
ple needing help would have 



to go to Derry but CART and 
Greater Derry Care Givers 
are both available to provide 
transport, Chairman Sean 
Murphy pointed out. 

The town will be spray- 
ing for mosquitoes. Health 
Officer Kris Emerson posted 
the following notice which 
was read into the record. 
"Eastern Equine Encephali- 
tis (EEE) has been found in 
a horse and in mosquitoes 
trapped in several nearby 
towns.

qualified and because they 
needed a full board. Some 
exhibited skepticism that 
advertising for the position 
would garner much interest. 

Selectman ex-officio 
Brenda Copp argued for a 
full board, noting her fear 
that nothing would be 
accomplished with repeated 
three to three votes on con- 
tentious matters. Copp 
went so far as to ask the 
committee to suspend their 
meetings until an additional 
member was found. 

Though Cleveland 
noted his surprise with 
members' disinclination to 
appoint Goldman, and 
pointed out that there was 
no rule forcing the commit- 
tee's hand as to how they 
should fill the position, 



when a motion by Copp to 
appoint Goldman failed 
three to three, it was agreed 
that the position would be 
posted. 

No one replied to the 
posting, putting the com- 
mittee in a difficult position 
to fill their ranks. 

Goldman decided how- 
ever to again offered his 
services and attended the 
committee's Sept. 19 meet- 
ing to alert members of his 
decision. 

Goldman stated that he 
was embarrassed by the way 
the committee acted and 
how he was treated, but see- 
ing that no one else was 
interested, and because the 
town deserved a full board, 
he was willing to serve. 

Selectmen Tom Tombar- 
ello, James Devine and Citi- 



zen of the Year Ed Mencis 
all attended the meeting to 
speak for Goldman. 

Tombarello remarked 
that outside of official town 
business he didn't associate 
with Goldman, so he wasn't 
arguing for a friend, but for 
a quality servant of the 
town. Tombarello remarked 
that he'd be disappointed if 
Goldman wasn't appointed. 
He stated that he was speak- 
ing as a taxpayer, not a 
selectman. Tombarello add- 
ed that Goldman had done a 
good job for taxpayers in 
the past. 

Mencis stated that it was 
wise to advertise for the 
elected position, but with 
no takers it was time to take 



Goldman on. 

Robert Millard argued 
that he had friends who 
were interested in the posi- 
tion but that they just didn't 
want to fill out the paper- 
work and argued against the 
appointment. 

All but Robert Millard 
voted to appoint Goldman. 

Following Robert Mil- 
lard's resignation Copp 
quickly swore Goldman in 
to continue the meeting. 

The committee is again 
looking for a seventh mem- 
ber. All you need is San- 
down residency. Cleveland 
remarked that no experi- 
ence is required, just a will- 
ingness to serve Sandown.
